The following pertains to the operation of off-highway vehicles within the Limits of the 
Town of St. Albert: 


1. ‘‘OFF-HIGHWAY VEHICLE” means any motorized vehicle designed for cross-country 
travel and includes f 


(a) four-wheel drive or low-pressure tire vehicles 
(b) motorcycles and related two-wheel vehicles 
(c) amphibious machines 

(d) snow vehicles 

(e) Mintbikes. 


(See The Off-Highway Vehicle Act R.S.A. 1972 for a more definitive definition.) 


2. No person is authorized to operate an off-highway vehicle on a highway within the Town 
of St. Albert, except 


(a) when loading or unloading an off-highway vehicle from or onto a trailer, or 
(b) when operated in an approved designated area. 


3. No person is authorized to operate of shall be in care and control of either an off-highway 
vehicle or a motor vehicle on 


(a) the frozen surface of the Sturgeon River 
(b) any parkland or park ground

Provincial Housing Policy, 
which re-enforces the steps 
outlined in the budget 
speech by the Federal 
Minister of Finance. 

In summary St. Albert 
should continue to enjoy the 
general economic prosperity 
accruing to urban centres 
located in the only province 
in Canada which can hope to 
continue experiencing an 
investment boom during a 
general recessionary period. 
The degree to which real per 
capita incomes increase in 
the province will depend on 
the ability of the Government 
of Alberta to reach a mutual 
accord with the Federal 
Government regarding rev- 
enue sharing agreements in 
the Petroleum Industry. Pos- 
itive steps have been taken 
by the Provincial government 
in this regard. 


CAPITAL EXPENDITURES 


The rapid growth of St. 
Albert during the past four 
years has created some 
major deficiencies in the 
quality and quantity of public 
facilities and services that 
are provided in the commun- 
ity. A preliminary five-year 
capital expenditure profile 
has been prepared - the first 
of its kind in the history of 
the Town. The initial esti- 
mates indicate that approxi- 
mately $22.5 million must be 
invested in new facilities and 
equipment over the next 
three years. It is clear that 
the council will have to 
examine a number of new 
avenues if the gross defic- 
iences created by past 
policies are to be rectified 
without imposing a major 
financial burden on the 
existing residents. 

One step has already been 
taken in this regard. Under 
the terms of the agreement 
signed with Qualico Devel- 
opment Ltd., the financial 
burden created by the 
development of new neigh- 
bourhoods will have to be 
absorbed by the developer 
and the individuals who 
move into these subdivisions 
The old policy of transferring 
the financial burden of new 
development to existing re- 
sidents has been curtailed. 
This implies that under the 
new policy new development 
will not be allowed to 
continue to reduce the level 
of amenities and facilities 
enjoyed by existing residents 

There is one major pro- 
blem. A number of devel- 
opers are operating under 
the terms of development 
agreements which were si- 
gned prior to the new 
council’s term of office. 
These developers have the 
legal right to finish building 
various stages of certain 
neighbourhoods under terms 
which impose a financial 
hardship on the rest of the 
community. The council has 
informed these developers of 
the steps they can take to 
eliminate this problem. Un- 
fortunately, as matters pre- 
sently stand, our requests 
have to be cast in terms of 
requests for ‘voluntary’ con- 


tributions, 
We are actively examining 
alternatives that will allow us 


to rectify this situation, 


however it is felt that the 
developers in the community 
are relatively mature and 
responsible corporate citi- 
zens who will eventually 
respond to the challenge that 
has been placed before them. 
It is anticipated that a 
number of mutually benefi- 
cial discussions will be held 
between the Developers and 
the Town over the forth- 
coming year. 


PLANNING 


The terms of reference, 
scheduling af studies, and 
methodology that will be 
followed in preparing a 
general plan for the Town of 
St. Albert, the first in the 
community’s history, were 
discussed during a prelimin- 
ary meeting in the first week 
in December. This process 
will be completed in January. 
An “‘all-out’’ effort designed 
to complete the bulk of the 
planning work by the end of 
the year is now underway. 
Public input and participa- 
tion is scheduled and will be 
actively encouraged thr- 
oughout the life of the study. 
This plan will be a major 
instrument for shaping the 
future course of our comm- 
unity. 


PARTICIPATORY 
GOVERNMENT 


During the first few weeks 
in office, the council app- 
roved motions which ensure: 

1. That the first 1S min- 
utes of every meeting of the 
Committee of the Whole and 
Council are devoted to re- 
ceiving any comments and 
queries that individual resi- 
dents or delegations may 
care to set before Council; 

2. That all rezoning appli- 
cations are set out before the 
public for comment before 
any action is taken by 
Council. 

These two steps reflect the 
Council’s determination to 
involve the general public as 
much as possible in the local 
government decision making 
process prior to, rather than 
after, a decision has been 
made. A number of addition- 
al steps such as requesting 
the televising of council 
meetings (the contribution 
made by Capital TV is 
greatly appreciated), and 
virtually eliminating ‘‘In 


Camera’’ meetings are de- 
signed to achieve the same 
objectives. Commencing in 
January, a Mayor’s Column 
or some reasonable facsimile 
will be appearing in the 
Gazette. The purpose of this 
column will be to briefly 
outline some of the thinking 
behind major activities carr- 
ied out by the council. 

It is hoped that by 
employing the above aven- 
ues, that the council will be 
able to keep the citizens of 
the community informed of 
the local government’s act- 
ivities. 

In closing I would like to 
extend my best wishes to all 
the residents of St. Albert for 
the coming year. There are 
some excellent opportunities 


_ for developing the commun- 


ity in a manner which 
re-inforces the strengths we 
have built in the past, while 
overcoming certain of the 
present day weaknesses. It is 
my belief that if all of us 
react positively to the chall- 
enges that lie before us that 
1975 will turn out to be a 
most rewarding year. 

I shall be taking a leave of 
absence from the university - 
commencing in January - in 
order to devote more of my 
time towards assisting the 
council in meeting the 
challenges that are involved 
in governing the seventh 
most populated urban area in 
Alberta.

No conflict of interest 


- Throndson tells Council | 


Coun. Throndson spoke on 
his own behalf regarding a 
question of conflict of inter- 
est during the regular town 
council meeting on Monday 
night. The matter arose from 
the fact that the councillor 
had participated in the 
discussion of two separate 
motions dealing with pay- 
ment of a ¢_.. re of the annual 
suppleme’.:ry taxes to the 
school districts, one of which 
is his employer. Due to the 
emergent nature of the 
subject, Mayor Richard Plain 
entertained a motion to add 
the matter to the agenda at 
the beginning of the meeting 


so that Coun. Throndson 
could have the opportunity to 
speak and clarify points 
relating to the matter. 

In a prepared statement, 
Mr. Throndson explained 
that he read an article in the 
Edmonton Journal that gave 
details of several cases of 
conflict of interest that had 
affected elected officials du- 
ring the past year. ‘‘One case 
dealt with a councillor voting 
on an issue involving his 
employer,’’ Mr. Throndson 
noted. 

Coun. Throndson stated 
that he had discussed and 
voted on Resolution C-1492 


Town lighting 
standards must 
be upgraded 
says Mayor 


‘‘We have got to have the 
lighting standards upgrad- 
ed.”’ 

That was the comment by 
Mayor Dick Plain Tuesday 
concerning some roads in St. 
Albert which are badly lit 
and have in some cases been 
a source of complaint from 
local residents. 

He admitted that some of 
these roads were pretty black 
from a pedestrian’s point of 
view but three of them, 
Gervais Road, Hebert Road 
and Sturgeon Road are 
boundary roads anyway and 
not much used by walkers. 

A spokesman for Calgary 
Power said this week that at 
the blackest spot, the trans- 
fer station for Edmonton 
Transit System passengers 
on Gervais Road, two 275 
watt mercury vapour lamps 
were installed a month ago 
‘right at the terminal’’ so 
that passengers could make 
their way easily towards the 
St. Albert Trail. These lamps 
are only temporary with 
overhead wires and wooden 
posts taking the place of the 
projected steel posts with 
underground wiring. 

Town Engineer Jan Maan- 
dag said Tuesday that 
Hebert and Sturgeon Roads 
were boundary roads with no 
frontage and that there had 
been few complaints from 
pedestrians or residents wal- 
king in that area. As far as 
the motorist was concerned 
he could ‘‘use due care with 
headlights on and should be 
able to operate in safety,’’ he 
stated. 

However he pointed out 
that there was more danger 
at the intersections with 
Cunningham and Hebert 


Roads and that the town did 
not want to prolong the 
situation of poor road light- 
ing ‘‘more than we have to.”’ 

A spokesman for Belve- 
dere Developers who have a 
three year agreement with 
St. Albert to put in an 
improved lights system said 
that ‘‘it will get put in ... we 
have to work it out with 
council.” 

Mr. Maandag said that the 
town was insisting that when 
improvements to its lighting 
were made they would not be 
of the wooden pole and 
overhead wiring type. ‘‘We 
insist on steel posts and 
underground wiring.’’ He 
said the lights were suppos- 
ed to have been in sometime 
ago but that there had been 
some difficulty over the 
timing of construction. 

Mr. Maandag also said 
that there was a complication 
when it came to putting down 
underground wire on Gervais 
Road. A power feeder goes 
right along the road and the 
developer will have to take 
this into account on the 
design for the upgraded sys- 
tem. A spokesman for the 
developer said he did not 
want to go into this problem 
and it would have to be 
worked out with council. 

Referring to a design 
which has been worked out 
for twon roads a spokesman 
for Calgary Power said that 
the town of St. Albert was 
‘‘costing double davit lights - 
two way lights - fur use in the 
medians, poles which we do 
not use normally.’’ He said 
that these type of poles had 
been ordered by ‘‘we’re 
looking at a 12 month

Meeting tonight 
on teacher 
smoking

on November 4 (that council 
approve in principle the 
payment of the Town of St. 
Albert of a share of the 
annual supplementary taxes) 
and had participated in the 
discussion of Resolution C- 
1493 (that for the year 1974 
council authorize payment to 
the school districts an am- 
ount equal to what is raised 
by means of a supplementary 
assessment and calculated 
using the applicable school 
mill rate time the appropriate 
assessment). Mr. Throndson 
pointed out that the latter 
resolution was not voted 
upon but was tabled by 
Resolution C-1494. 

To the matter of conflicting 
interests, Mr. Throndson 
stated, ‘‘It never occurred to 
me during the (Nov. 4) 
meeting that there was even 
the remotest possibility of 
me being in conflict of 
interest.”’ 

‘This weekend I have had 
an opportunity to carefully 
research the past council 
minutes,’’ the councillor 
continued, ‘‘and to discuss 
my actions with many people 
in the town including my 
personal legal advisors. I am 
now firmly convinced that I 
am not now, nor have I ever 
been in conflict of interest.’’ 

Coun. Wetsch, speaking 
on the matter, stated that 
according to the legislation 
council is faced with a choice 
in light of the fact that Mr. 
Throndson does not wish to 
resign office. ‘‘Council may 
by resolution ask a judge for 
an order declaring the seat 
vacant; that action would not 
allow us to council a judge to 
determine whether or not 
there is a conflict of 
interest.’’ Mr. Wetsch went 
on to state that what could be 
done was either investigate 
the possibility of a conflict of 
interest or alternatively, lea- 
ve the matter alone. In 
conclusion Mr. Wetsch stat- 
ed that he was of the opinion 
that Mr. Throndson is entit- 
led to some clarification by 
the council, though there was 
some question in his mind if 
the best time and place was 
at hand. 

Coun. Breadner pointed 
out that the council had 
sought legal opinion and is 
following the advice provided 
He stated that he was 
personally convinced he 
would not choose for the seat 
to be declared vacant and he 
felt that there were grounds 
for not proceeding. 

The mayor stated that the 
information was being placed 
before council and a decision 
is to be made which requires 
further thought. Mayor Plain 
made the suggestion that the 
matter could be referred to a 
future council meeting for 
that decision. Further speak- 
ing on the matter, the mayor 
stated that the decision could 
be to leave the matter as it is 
although it may be that the 
citizens of the town do not 
agree with such a decision. 
‘*‘We may find that an 
individual citizen wish to 
proceed,"’ the mayor pointed 
out. 

Coun. Lukay moved that 
the matter be referred to the 
next meeting of council and 
the motion was carried 6-0. 
Coun. Throndson had de- 
clared himself to be inelig- 
ible to participate in the 
discussion or voting on the 
matter,

Mayor Plain spoke first on 
the matter stating that there 
are areas Jesignated for light 
industry at the present time. 
He pointed out that one 
specific area, about a quarter 
section, which is suitable for 
light industrial development 
faces a problem at this time 
with providing access to and 
from the site which will not 
destroy or impair the resi- 
dential life style within the 
surrounding community. 

Mr. Plain stated that a 
matter of a few weeks ago he 
had had a discussion with the 
new owners of the property 
and suggested to them that 
they get together with other 
interested parties in the area 
to bring to the council a plan 
for light industry. He pointed 
out that the plan could allow 
for access or could plan in 
accordance with existing 
access so that a move could 
be made into the area. The 
mayor stated that the town is 
constrained by the fact that 
there is no large area, easily 
accessible and readily ser- 
viced at this time. The 
subject is germain to the 
general plan work being 
undertaken and is a matter of 
discussion with the MD of 
Sturgeon. 

Coun. Fyfe pointed out 
that she was very concerned 
with the matter and felt that 
little had been done with it 
since the election. Mrs. Fyfe 
stated that she felt that in 
order to facilitate the matter, 
assistance must be called for 
from the senior level of 
government. 

A supplementary question 
asked by Mr. Easson inquir- 
ed why a motion moved by 
Coun. Fyfe regarding app- 
roaching the provincial gov- 


ernment for direction in the 
matter was defeated. He 
stated that this was in 
appearance, a slap in the 
face of the voters. 

Coun. Smith pointed out 
that the reason she had voted 
against the motion was that a 
number of questions face the 
council and not just this 
single aspect. She stated that 
she could see no point in 
contacting the provincial 
authorities unless all the 
homework had been done. 
Mrs. Smith pointed out that 
there must be a plan, with 
facts and figures, or else 
difficulties can be met at 
such time as the town is 
ready to approach the pro- 
vincial government. 

Coun. Breadner stated he 
would echo what Mrs. Smith 
had said that that he was 
against constraints in the 
development of the General 
Plan. Coun. Lukay also 
stated he would echo the 
comments but a supplemen- 
tary factor was the matter of 
water supply. Mr. Lukay 
pointed out that even with 
the new water supply line, 
the needs of the existing 
development only will be 
met, as well as development 
that has already been com- 
mitted. 

Mayor Plain announced 
that the MD of Sturgeon had 
removed their objection to 
the water line crossing the 
mile of MD land and that 
tendering can now be sought 
Pressed by Mr. Easson to 
state when this town can 
expect industrial develop- 
ment, Mayor Plain stated 
that it appears at this time 
that the matter can be 
anticipated in the distant 
future.

delay.’’ The spokesman 
admitted though that there 
was a chance that these 
double davit poles could 
come by next May.

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Is your Christmas safe? 


In the hope that Canadians 
can enjoy the Christmas 
holiday season without acci- 
dent or mishap, the Canada 
Safety Council draws atten- 
tion to the 12 safety tips for 
Christmas trees: 

1. Buy afresh tree, with 
springy branches and tight 
green needles. 

2. Keep it outdoors in 
water or snow until ready to 
set up. 

3. Saw off at least two 
inches of the trunk, ciagen- 
ally. 

4. Use a water-reservoir 
tree holder, and keep it 
filled. 

5. Keep the tree away 
from drying and heat sources 
such as radiators, registers 
and fireplaces. 

6. Use only UL or Cana- 


dian Standards Assn. appro- 
ved lights in good repair. 

7. Use only fireproof de- 
corations if possible. 

8. Do not place electrical 
toys under tree, except 
wrapped or in boxes. 

9. Secure top of tree with 
wire or fine string if there are 
very young children or pets 
in the home, to avoid tipping. 

10. Consider using an 
artificial flame proof tree. 

11. Remove the tree to the 
outdoors as soon as possible. 

12. Never burn a Christ- 
mas tree in the fireplace. 

The idea of making the 
Christmas tree flame retar- 
dant appeals tu all of us, and 
each year various organiza- 
tions publicize do-it-yourself 
treatments. Usually, the 
solution suggested is the 
borax/boric acid compound. 


According to the National 
Fire Protection Association, 
this treatment is satisfactory 
when used for the temporary 
fire retarding of cellulosic 
fabrics such as cotton and 
rayon but it is of little value 
when used on Christmas 
trees. The needles of a tree 
do not soak up the chemical 
as a fabric does, nor can they 
be readily coated on all sides. 

The only sure method of 
flame retarding natural trees 
is to completely immerse 
them in an Underwriters 
Laboratories listed tree fire- 
retardant, and no private 
individual would be expected 
to go to such trouble and 
expense. 

The Council therefore su- 
ggests the above safety tips 
should be clipped out and 
used when needed.

__ Council hears delegation 


on Senior Citizens Lodge 


Doctor W. Cuts, Mrs. L. 
Szuba, president of Senior 
Citizens and Mr. Tom Flynn, 
president of Breakfast Lions, 
approached the town council 
at their meeting on Monday 
night to question the mem- 
bers as to what has happened 
to a proposal for a senior 
citizens lodge for the Town of 
St. Albert. 

Mrs. Szuba pointed out 
that a petition had been 
circulated in February re- 
garding the construction of a 
senior citizens lodge which 
was subsequently presented 
to MLA Ernie Jamison. Mrs. 
Szuba stated that Mr. Jami- 
son had informed her that all 
was well as long as land 
could be found and had 
stated that he would app- 
roach the council to get the 
land for the lodge. ‘ 

Mr. Plain informed Mrs. 
Szuba that he had received 
the petition shortly after 
assuming office in October 
and had turned the matter 
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over to the Administrator, 
Mr. Byron, to pursue. 

Mr. Byron informed the 
meeting that he was in the 
midst of the process of 
research on the matter and 
had held meetings with the 
Sturgeon Foundation in this 
regard. He stated that the 
Foundation has the jurisdic- 
tion over senior citizens’ 
lodges built within the MD of 
Sturgeon area. Further dis- 
cussions have been held with 
the MLA and the matter is 
being actively pursued, Mr. 
Byron reported. An interim 
report will be available in the 
future and the minister res- 
ponsible for such matters has 
been contacted. 

Dr. Cuts quoted from an 
October 30th statement ma- 
de by the MLA which assur- 
ed that the lodge would be 
underway in 1975 and that a 
site would be considered by 
the Town Council on Nov. 4. 
He stated that checking with 
Mr. Jamison prior the MLA’s 
recent trip to Hong Kong he 
discovered that expediency 
was necessary. He noted that 
nothing had been done as yet 


and stated that he did not 
want to see the matter left 
until after the provincial 
election. He stated that his 
reason for wishing this to 
take place was that he felt 
that the matter would then 
wait until the next election 
after that. 

Suggesting that the appli 
cation be made ‘‘pronto,”’ 
Dr. Cuts proposed that a 
committee be struck consis 
ting of representatives from 
local service clubs, the coun 
cil, and whoever else who 
could be included along with 
the senior citizens. 

The mayor stated that the 
matter is in the process of 
being resolved and input 
would be called for from the 
senior citizens as well as the 
Breakfast Lions. He stated 
that one could rest assured 
that both Dr. Cuts and the 
Breakfast Lions would be 
called upon for input. 

Dr. Cuts suggested that 
the senior citizens lodge in 
Sherwood Park could be 
examined as to the type of 
structure desired by the 
senior citizens here.

OUTDOORS 


In April, 1970 the Alberta 
Fish and Wildlife Division 
undertook a program of 
setting aside seven Alberta 
lakes as trophy lakes. The 
lakes included are God's, 
May, Seibert, Andrew, Gar- 
diner, Namur and Winefred. 
The trophy lake concept 
strives to emphasize the 
quality of the fishing exper- 
ience rather than the quan- 
tity of fish creeled. The 
species of fish being mana- 
ged in these lakes are 
northern pike and/or walleye 

A few regulations were in- 
stituted for the purpose of 
managing trophy lakes. The 
requirement of a special 
trophy lake license was insti- 
tuted to discourage those 
who were not concerned 
about catching a trophy. A 
reduction in the possession 
limit of the trophy species 
along with a reduction in the 
limit of other major sport 
fishes was also implemented. 

On Tuesday, December 10 
the St. Albert and District 
Fish and Game Association 
had as their guest Mr. Ray 
Makowecki. Ray carried out 
a three year study on Seibert 
Lake, one of the more 
accessible trophy lakes. One 
of the objectives of the study 
was to determine the reasons 
for the presence of large 
northern pike. With the 
assistance of colored slides, 
Mr. Makowecki covered the 
different phases of his study 
which eventually found some 
of the reasons why there are 
large numbers of big pike in 
Seibert Lake. 

Seibert Lake has a maxi- 
mum depth of 36 feet. One of 
the bays where large pike are 
caught varies in depth of 
from four to seven feet. 
There are only intermittent 
streams entering the lake 
plus numerous underground 
springs. The outflow stream 
joins the Sand River which 
eventually joins the Beaver 
River.

WHITEFISH 

The Whitefish of Seibert 
Lake are very numerous and 
quite small. They rarely go 
over two pounds. Shoreline 
gravel beds provide excellent 
spawning habitat which pl- 
ays a part in their abun- 
dance. Lake Whitefish in 
Seibert are not important as 
a sport fish and have not 
been commercially fished 
since 1956. They are highly 
infested with the cysts of 
tape worms. The whitefish 
reach close to their maximum 
Weight in five years and then 
level off. 

WALLEYE 

Although northern pike 
are of prime importance in 
the management of this 
trophy lake the walleye are 
abundant and of such excell- 
ent quality that a lot of 
fishermen visit the lake with 
walleye their major aim. The 
average size of walleye in 
Seibert is 1% pounds. Most 
of the walleye caught are six 
and seven year old fish. In 
comparison with other lakes 
the size of Seibert, walleye is 
considered as being small. In 
most lakes walleye tend to 
feed a great deal on fish but 
in Seibert the rather small 
number of forage fish results 
in a relatively small portion 
of the diet being fish. The 
prime spawning areas for 
walleye allow for the tre- 
mendous production of wall- 
eye numbers, but the walleye 
whitefish competition, the 
walleye-pike competition and 
the walleye-walleye compe- 
tition tends to have adverse 
effects on the growth of the 
walleye. 
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NORTHERN PIKE 

The growth of pike at 
Seibert is very rapid after the 
age of four. For this reason 
management must allow 
large numbers of fish to 
reach the older age classes. 
The age-weight relationship 
of pike indicates a tremen- 
dous difference between the 
growth of males and females. 
The females being much 
larger than the males. (Ray 
Makowecki believes the ma- 
les fool around too much with 
the suckers). The average 
size of pike caught by anglers 
is 7% pounds. 

The diet of small northern 
pike overlaps with the 
walleye diet, but the diet of 
the large pike is almost 
exclusively lake whitefish. 
Over 90 per cent of the 
whitefish used as food by 
pike are five years of age or 
older. The habitat where the 
largest pike are found 
usually includes water lilies. 
With such excellent cover the 
pike just lie in wait of an 
unsuspecting whitefish. The 
limited amount of suitable 
habitat (approximately 20 
per cent of the _ lake) 
correlates with the small 
population size - 20,400 pike 
two years and older. 

In summary three prime 
factors that produce ‘‘Trophy 
Pike’’ at Seibert Lake are: 

1. A small northern pike 
population over the age of 
two years. 

2. Areas of prime pike 
habitat are necessary for the 
very large pike. 

3. A whitefish population 
acts as the major food supply 
for the large pike,

The most celebrated of our Alberta pioneers is probably the 
little Oblate priest known as Father Lacombe or the 
Man-of-Good-Heart. 

Part French-Canadian and part Ojibwa Indian, Albert 
Lacombe left his trails throughout Alberta - from the first 
settlement he inspired at St. Albert, through the town of 
Lacombe to the Lacombe Home for the Poor and the place 
where he died in Calgary. He left his imprint in Cree bibles, 
in missions to the Blackfoot, in the various treaties and on the 
mighty Canadian Pacific itself. He was the inspiration of the 
Metis, children of the prairie, paleface and Indian alike. 

But it was in his travels with Alexis Cardinal, his Metis 
guide, that we reach the high point of adventure for a 
Christmas story. 

Father Lacombe had determined to leave St. Anne and the 
territory of the Crees for an exploration among the fierce 
Blackfoot of Southern Alberta. He and Alexis set off with a 
dog sled in a snowstorm during the height of a scarlet fever 
epidemic among the Indians, who were so vulnerable to the 
unaccustomed diseases of the white man. 

The pair ran into a camp-of 60 Blackfoot tents and were 
summoned by half-naked Indians, poorly protected against 
the cold and reddened by fever. Scores had died from scarlet 
fever and they looked upon Father Lacombe as some medicine 
man who could save them from this plague. He did his best

there, travelling over the snow to other Blackfoot lodges until 
he himself was stricken by the disease. The little Oblate 
recovered, but hundreds of Indians did not and were buried in 
the snow. 

Thus Arsous-Kitsi-rarpi, the Man-of-Good-Heart, gained 
the affection of the Blackfoot. 

On January 17, 1865, a year later, he left St. Albert with 
Alexis Cardinal and a four-dog team. Four days later the pair 
found themselves in a blizzard close to the Red Deer River. 

The temperature was 40 below and the wind blew hard 
from the north. After a breakfast of dried meat, they resolved 
to aim for a nearby Cree camp and, despite the intense cold 
from which only their buffalo robes protected them, they 
pushed on non-stop until they reached it. 

‘The darkness, the deafening howls of the dogs, the yells 
of the Crees, the remains of the butchered animals lying 
about-and then the cold which devours you,’’ was the 
description of the scene by Father Lacombe in his memoirs. 

For six weeks he stayed with his band, teaching them the 
catechism, prayers and hymns. ‘‘We pray, we sing and at last 
we pass about the calumet, the honored peace pipe, whose 
smoke like incense crowns the religious service.”’ 

He made other expeditions south to the Blackfoot who were 
now stricken by typhoid and were camped near Rocky 
Mountain House.

But his next greatest test of endurance was when he 
travelled in the snows south from St. Paul to Battle River. 
There he encountered a starving band of Crees who had 
already eaten their horses and dogs, and were at the end of 
their tether. 

Father Lacombe and Alexis resolved to fast for three days 
so that they could give their tea, pemmican and six small fish 
to the famished Indians. Then breaking trail for the Indians, 
he led them hopefully towards safety. 

On the first day, climaxed by another hearty snowstorm, 
they caught only one jack-rabbit and a grouse to feed 20 souls. 
He gave them to the Indian children. 

Five days later they came to the point where Father 
Lacombe had hoped ‘to find another Cree encampment. But 
the tribe had left and heavy snow had covered their trail. 

Father Lacombe snowshoed to the top of a hill in the hope 
of divine guidance, while Alexis Cardinal went afield with his 
gun in search of game. The missionary priest was so weak 
from lack of food that his sight was blurred and his head felt

too heavy for his neck. He was delirious at times and wrote 
later that though he no longer felt hunger, the faintness of 
death was upon him. Their only meal that day had been soup 
made from old hides, leather thongs and their worn 
moccasins. 

It was after dark when his prayers were answered. Alexis 
Cardinal returned with meat cut from an old buffalo bull. He 
had found it emaciated, diseased and dying, struggling in the 
snow after abandonment by the herd. Poor Father Lacombe 
found the meat so repulsive that his stomach refused to retain 
it. But it kept the miserable little band alive and for another 
14 days they struggled on through the snow. 

Occasionally the irrepresible Alexis was able to supplement 
the foul buffalo meat with a rare rabbit or prairie chicken. But 
it was not often. 

‘*My dear friends and you who seat yourselves at tables 
covered with appetizing food whenever you need it, let me tell 
you,"’ wrote Father Lacombe, ‘‘how painful and torturing it is 
to know hunger in circumstances like these. I had said many 
times, I had proclaimed that those who did not want to work 
should not eat. But now, after such an experience, I have 
changed my ideas and I have taken the resolution to share my 
last mouthful with anyone who is hungry. After experiencing 
such hardship from hunger how clearly one understands 
those words of the Father of the Poor - ‘‘I was hungry, and 
you gave me not to eat’."’ 

The next night, just before midnight, they stumbled into a 
Cree camp. The Lord had delivered them. They feasted 
themselves on soup and fresh cuts from buffalo. 

By Christmas Eve, three days later, Father Lacombe, 
although still weak, was strong enough to move from the 
lodge of Chief Sweet Grass into a teepee of his own. 

He sounded his little bell and called the band to attend 
midnight Mass around an alter made of lodgepoles.

‘As Lrobed myself for that Mass."’ he has written, “‘this is 
what passed in my heart...the Holy Gospel tells us that the 
Shepherds of the Valley of Bethlehem came to the stable to 
adore the Divine Child. And here tonight in this wild country 
in North America another kind of shepherd - the shepherds of 
the great flocks of buffalo - kneel down to adore the same 
Child Jesus, the Son of*God, that lay on the straw in 
Bethlehem in the Far East.” 

‘* And when these old shepherds began to sing the canticles 
of the Church in their own tongue-emigwa tibiskayik - for 
some time I could not begin my Mass because the-tears came 
and I wept. Ah, that scene was a poem-Sasay manito, 
awasis... Those warriors and hunters singing the hymns that 
are the Church the whole world over, the same old melodies 
we sang at St. Sulpice for Christmas.”’

Little tots enjoy French playschool 


The recently formed Fren- 
ch playschool is now being 
held on Tuesday and Thurs- 
day mornings in the Mission 
Clubhouse. ‘‘Les Tourne- 
sols’’ (Sunflowers) are a 
group of 13 three and four 
year olds who meet at these 
times with their teacher 
Madame Florence Lefebvre.

Premier Lougheed’s statement 
on Petroleum Exploration Plan 


The importance to Alberta of the petroleum industry and 
the need for continuous exploration for oil and natural gas 
within the province is obvious to all Albertans. The Federal 
Government's budget provisions of November 18, 1974 have 
threatened the viability of this key industry in the province 
by, in effect, taxing royalties paid by the petroleum 
companies to the Alberta Government. The impact of such a 
harsh and punitive provision is effectively to tax a petroleum 
company for something the company does not receive - that is 
the portion of the production from a well that goes to the 
Alberta Government in the form of royalty. In the case of 
crude oil, the Alberta Petroleum Marketing Commission 
takes the Alberta Government’s share in kind as royalty oil. 

With regard to crude oil, the petroleum companies and the 
Alberta Government have since April 1, 1974 been receiving 
in the aggregate a price averaging approximately $6.50 per 
barrel at the wellhead, which amounts to only about 60% of 
market value for this rapidly depleting and valuable resource. 

As a result of the Federal Government's budget provision 
to tax provincial royalties - which forces the Alberta 
Government to make modifications in its royalty structure for 
oil - the Alberta Government considers that the pricing accord 
of March 27, 1974 has, therefore, been breached by this 
unilateral Federal Government action and the Alberta 
Government no longer considers itself bound by it. The 
Alberta Government considers that the determination of the 
selling price of its natural resources is within the jurisdiction 
of the Provincial Government and intends to act accordingly. 

The Alberta Government intends to continue to sell its 
crude oil at an average price of $6.50 per barrel for the 
balance of this winter. Thereafter, the Alberta Government 
intends to take action available to a provincial government 
under the Constitution to increase the price of its depleting 
resources closer to fair market value. 

However, because of the consequences of the negative 
impact of the Federal budget provisions disallowing 
deductibility of provincial royalties - the Alberta Government 
considers it necessary to make a number of significant and 
substantial revisions and modifications to its royalty and 
corporate tax system in order to strengthen this base industry 
in the province. It has been concluded that these revisions 
and modifications - which are collectively referred to as the 
Alberta Petroleum Exploration Plan of December 1974 - need 
to be made now and should not be delayed until crude oil 
prices increase. 

The primary emphasis of the revisions and modifications is 
directed towards strengthening those smaller companies 
whose cash-flow position has been proportionately the most 
adversely affected by the impact of the federal tax provisions. 
It is directed also towards petroleum companies which are 
pursuing an active exploration program within the Province of 
Alberta. However, the revisions and modifications are also of 
significant benefit to all exploration and producing companies 
operating in the province inasmuch as Alberta is the 
headquarters for most of the companies as well as their 
administrative and service base. Improvements in the 
position of the exploration and producing companies 
generally will have a positive impact upon the many drilling 
and other service companies located in Alberta. 


The statement dealt with six main revisions and 
modifications of the Alberta Petroleum Exploration Plan of 
December 1974: 


REFUND OF TAX ON ROYALTIES - ALBERTA PORTION 

A program to return to the petroleum industry - from the 
approximately 30% of corporation tax which flows to the 
province - all amounts the province would receive as a result 
of the inclusion of royalties and other payments in computing 
taxable income under the new federal budget provisions, 
which, by tax agreement, also apply to the Alberta provincial 
corporate tax system. However, for corporations allocating 
income to provinces other than Alberta, the royalty payments 
eligible for the refund will be reduced accordingly. In order to 
compensate companies which are in a loss position for tax 
purposes now but which would be exposed to future taxation 
on account of including royalties and other payments in 
income, the refund will be paid subject to appropriate 
regulations whether or not a corporation is in a taxable 
position in a given year. This refund of Alberta corporate tax 
on royalties will return approximately $130 million to the 
petroleum industry in the 1975 taxation year. 

An off-set for increased costs in the finding and developing 
of crude oil reserves arising out of the rapidly accelerating 
inflationary cost situation experienced by the petroleum 
industry in the last eight months will be provided. The select 
price for both ‘told oil’? and ‘‘new oil’’ above which a 
supplementary royalty rate is applied will be increased 
effective Jan. 1, 1975 by 60¢/barrel from $4.11/barrel to 
$4.71/barrel. The result will be to reduce the effective royalty 
rate on ‘old oil’’ from approximately 40% to approximately 
36% and on ‘new oil’’ from 28% to 27%. 


A TAX CREDIT PLAN FOR SMALLER EXPLORERS 

In view of the significant financial burden that has been 
imposed upon smaller petroleum operators by the federal tax 
provisions, the Alberta Government is introducing a royalty 
tax credit. Under the royalty tax credit program, each 
corporation paying royalties to Alberta will receive a credit of 
an amount equivalent to federal corporate taxes on royalties 
paid to Alberta up to a maximum of $1 million for each full 
taxation year to which the federal budget provisions apply. 
lhe credit will be calculated by applying the Federal tax rate 


of 30% to royalties included in income from May 6 for the 1974 
taxation year, 28% for the 1975 taxation year and 25% for the 
1976 and subsequent taxation years. All but about 30 of the 
largest producers should receive the 30% credit, being a full 
off-set of the negative impact of the Federal budget. As a 
result of this tax credit plan, the average effective royalty rate 
on “‘old oil” is reduced to approximately 25% for many of the 
smaller companies. 

MODIFICATIONS OF NATURAL GAS ROYALTY RATES 

The Government believes that the petroleum industry 
should be further encouraged to explore for additional 
reserves of natural gas for Albertans to replace rapidly 
depleting existing natural gas deposits. Furthermore, the 
Alberta Government recognizes that much of the natural gas 
remaining to be found in Alberta probably is contained in the 
Foothills area where access and drilling costs are high and 
where much of the natural gas is ‘‘sour’’ (that is, with a high 
sulphur content) and hence, expensive to process. Certainly, 
if Alberta is to maintain its position as Canada’s major natural 
gas producing area, it is essential to maintain a high level of 
exploration and development. 

Consequently, the Alberta Government proposes to modify 
the royalty rate on ‘‘old gas’’ by reducing the supplementary 
rate for sales above the price of 72¢/Mcf (thousand cubic feet) 
from 65% to 50%, effective Jan. 1, 1975. The reduced rate 
would provide approximately $60 million in additional 
cash-flow to natural gas producers in 1976, based on wellhead 
prices averaging 90¢/Mcf. No changes are considered 
necessary at this time in the ‘‘new gas’’ royalty rate 
structure, which has an effective supplementary rate of 35% 
above a base price of 36¢/Mcf. 

In addition, the Alberta Government will be making 
modifications to the regulations dealing with natural gas 
products, specifically pentanes, propane and butanes, 
recognizing that there are special problems associated with 
processing and marketing these commodities. 


The existing Exploratory Drilling Incentive System will 
be expanded to stimulate and encourage further exploration 
drilling to find new reserves of both conventional crude oil 
and natural gas in order to protect the supply for future 
generations of Albertans. It is proposed to increase credits for 
class A footage from 40% to 50% and for class B footage from 
30% to 37.5%. It is also proposed to recognize increased 
drilling costs that have occurred due to inflation since 
introduction of the system. It is anticipated that these 
changes will increase substantially the amount of drilling 
credits based on the 1974 rate of exploratory drilling. The 
effective date will be Jan. 1, 1975, 

Further details respecting these five aspects of the Alberta 
Petroleum Exploration Plan of December 1974 will be 
outlined in subsequent meetings with representatives of the 
petroleum industry. Any legislative or regulatory changes 
required will be introduced as soon as possible to make the 
measures applicable retroactively, if necessary, to the 
effective dates. 


ROYALTY RATE - OIL PRICE INCREASE 
The Alberta Government intends to reduce its 
supplementary royalty rate on existing crude oil production as 
the price increases above $6.50/barrel. This reduction is 
necessary because the current royalty rate of 65% for a price 


over $6.50/barrel combined with the non-deductibility of 
royalties means that the producer in a taxable position will 
receive virtually no benefit from any future price increases. 
The extent of such a reduction will depend upon the timing of 
a general crude oil price increase; the amount of such an 
increase; and the anticipated levels of production. The 
Alberta Government welcomes discussion with the petroleum 
industry as to the extent of such a reduction in the 
supplementary royalty rate of ‘‘old oil’’ as the price increases 
above the average of $6.50/barrel at the wellhead and trusts 
the petroleum industry will work in co-operation with the 
Alberta Government to strive for increased prices of crude oil, 
having regard to the serious supply shortage facing 
Canadians within seven years as forecast by the National 
Energy Board. 

In addition to these six main features of the Alberta 
Petroleum Exploration Plan of December 1974, the Alberta 
Government is pursuing certain other areas of concern. We 
are aware that a significant re-direction of United States risk 
drilling funds to exploration in the United States is a natural 
consequence of the U.S. energy shortage and its resultant 
Project Independence. In the short term, we are examining 
what steps the Alberta Government feasibly can take to assist 
those petroleum operators whose traditional sources of funds 
have substantially been diverted elsewhere. We have had 
some initial discussions along these lines and they will be 
pursued further in the coming weeks. 

In the longer term, the Alberta Government intends to 
include in its own Corporate Tax and Incentive System 
provisions whereby a company not principally engaged in the 
oil and gas industry can be encouraged to invest funds in oil 
and gas exploration in Alberta. The Federal Government has 
failed completely to recognize in its personal and corporate 
income tax systems the essential need to provide incentives 
for all Canadians to invest risk capital in the petroleum 
industry and hence help ensure the future energy supplies of 
this country. This need for tax incentives is especially vital to 
the smaller, independent petroleum companies, many of 
which urgently require Canadian sources of risk investment to 
replace foreign funds no longer available to them. In contrast 
to such a short-sighted attitude on the part of the Federal 
Government, Alberta believes that it can provide incentives to 
develop new sources of risk capital for investment in the 
Alberta petroleum industry through the Alberta corporate tax 
system. Involvement in such investment by individuals is 
another objective of the provincial government. 

It is becoming increasingly apparent that the Alberta 
Government's decision announced last spring to set up its 
own Corporation Tax and Incentive System is now even more 
necessary to off-set the dis-incentives of the Federal 
corporate tax system and their attack upon the province’s 
resource royalty structure. 

The aggregate effect of the Alberta Petroleum Exploration 
Plan of December 1974 according to our assessment is 
approximately double the positive impact for the petroleum 
industry as compared with the changes made by the Federal 
Government in its November 18 budget from its May 6 
budget. 

We call now upon the Federal Government to make further 
modifications in its budget provisions in recognition of the 
essential need in Canada to stimulate exploration, not just in 
Alberta, but also in the frontier areas under Federal lands in 
order to avert the impending energy shortage in Canada. 

Having now made significant revisions and modifications 
for the industry in this province and to stimulate exploration 
in Alberta, the Alberta Government intends over the next few 
months to turn its attention to taking all action available to a 
provincial government to overcome the continued flow of 
Alberta’s critical and declining reserves of conventional crude 
oil at below fair value. Alberta's objective for its citizens is 
higher prices for the oil owned by the people of the province.

WALSH, 1877

In thinking of the days 
when the Indians held sway 
over the western plains, a 
great many painful memories 
creep into a man's mind 
when he recalls the times 
that are past and gone and 
the men who held sway in 
shaping the destinies of this 
new country. 

Major Walsh, the Comm 
ander of the Fort called after 
him was at that time an 
upstanding young man, 
somewhat pompous and pr 
oud but a born leader of men. 
Captain Mclllre was a quiet, 
inoffensive young officer 
whose word of command and 
loud voice carried a great 
deal of influence in dealing 
with the Indians. Captain 
Denny, Captain Clark. Little 
Dickie and other famous 
characters were all there on 
this memorable day, Christ- 
mas, 1877, sixty years ago. 

Indian breeds, bull whack- 
ers. horse thieves, despera- 
does of all kinds, with guns 
and knives strapped to their 
hips sallied forth early in the 
morning and surrounded the 
Fort as they had been told 
that Christmas dinner would 
be served. 

With the police it was a 
day of remembrance for they 
were far away from the 
society of friends and the old 
home; but to the Indians it 
was merely a feast day with 
lots of liquor thrown in later 
in the day. 

On that memorable day all 
hands in the Fort contributed 
$5 each out of their wages. 
We had plum pudding, apri- 
cots fresh from the vineyards 
of California, evaporated 
apples, buffalo meat, veni- 
son cakes, all brought in by 
mule skinners from Benton 
on the Missouri River, 
through T. G. Baker Co., the 
chief traders of those early 
times. Then we had wild 
game of all kinds, and as 
much fish as we wanted to 
eat. 

The Indians were not 
allowed into the Fort during 
the day, but were served 
with their dinner in the out- 
side, where they had pitched 
their tents, and brought 
along their horses and 
ponies. But for the dance in 
the evening they were 
allowed within the inclosure 
as the Indians realized that 
this was a day of jollity and

the youfig bucks and squaws 
were aS anxious to dance as 
anybody. The officers were 
at one end of the great long 
barracks, the breeds in the 
middle and the Indians at the 
other end. Good feeling 
reigned supreme but some 
times a war whoop rang out 
and with the blood curdling 
yells of the mule skinners 
that fairly raised the roof. 

rhe music was supplied by 
a couple of bull whackers 
with long hair and beady 
eyes, loaded with a good 
sample of Kentucky moon 
shine. But how they could 
shuffle that bow, and keep 
time with their feet. 

Towards morning word 
came that Sitting Bull, who 
was outside the enclosure 
with a number of old braves, 
had taken on a new religious 
freak, and was starting a sun 
dance. This was the most 
dangerous turn that the 
Indians could indulge in as 
they often worked themsel- 
ves up into a frenzy after a 
night of liquor. 

Sitting Bull was in a dan- 
gerous mood as this was just 
after the Custer massacre 
when most of his friends had 
been killed, and he thought 
that the spirits were telling 
him that they would return if 
he fulfilled a certain mission. 
But the officers closed the 
gates of the Fort, the dance 
went on inside, as the young 
bucks and squaws were 
harmless, and the sun dance 
went on outside until the sun 
was above the horizon. 

Fort Walsh had a setting 
among the hills with a creek 
and a high bank in front of it, 
which made very good 
protection from attack. It was 
set among the Cypress Hills 
which was the chief hunting 
ground of the Sioux and 
Crees, and they made a 
powerful combination. But 
the old Forts were almost 
impregnable provided the 
old Bloods were kept out. 

After sunrise everything 
quieted down. The old 
Bloods departed on their 
horses and ponies, and the 
young bucks lay around 
exhausted with the dance 
which had lasted all night. 
Christmas Day, 1877, had 
been a great success, but all 
the officers have passed on to 
their reward. Only Ed. 
Barnett remains and a few 
men here and there whom | 
cannot keep track of. We 
were young boys in those 
days and that is the reason 
the memories of 60 years ago 
are painful as well as 
pleasant.

Christmas has come to 
mean many things! Often in 
our celebrations we miss the 
mystery, majesty, and ess- 
ential meaning that it seeks 
to convey! 

Christmas expresses two 
basic Truths and Actions: 
God's Message or Announ- 
cement; and the response 
with which the Heavens, the 
Earth, and men received this 
Truth! 

1. First of all we have 
God’s Announcement! 

‘*Fear not: for, behold I 
bring you Good Tidings of 
great joy which shall be to all 
people. For unto you is born 
this day...a Saviour...which 
is Christ the Lord.” 

Christmas is Jusus’ first 
step on His way of the Cross 
for a fallen humanity! ‘‘God 
come in human flesh.’ ‘*God 
was in Christ reconciling the 
world unto Himself.’’ ‘‘Th- 
ough He was rich, yet for 
your sakes He became 
poor.’’ ‘‘He was made to be 
sin for us.’’ Paul sums 
Christmas up in these words: 
‘*He that spared not His own 
Son, but gave Him up for us 
all, how shall He not with 
Him (through Jesus) freely 
give us all things.” 

Oh yes, all of history..men 
women, children of every age 
- waited, longed for this 
moment when God would 
intervene and bring them 
salvation! Christmas means 
that God has come...He has 
intervened...now offering to 
us the Good News that in 
Jesus we can be saved, set 
free, find peace with God, 
ourselves, and our fellowmen 
This message strikes at the 
very roots of our needs...wh- 
ether that need is sin, guilt, 
alcoholism, broken home, 
sickness, financial burdens 
to.

Changes in Banff ski-touring 
procedures 


Cross-country skiing and 
ski-touring procedures have 
been changed in Banff 
National Park. 

‘The new procedures will 
be easier for the park visitor 
to follow and will still provide 
for winter safety in the 
mountains,’’ said Park Sup- 
erintendent Tom Heggie this 
week. 

Under the new procedures 
most skiers travelling on day 
trips at low elevations will 
not be required to register 
their trips with park staff. 


Previously, all cross-country 
skiers and ski-tourers were 
required to register ‘‘in’’ and 
“‘out.”” 

Registration will be wec- 
essary for all ski-tourers on 
trips exceeding 6,000 feet 
above sea level or five miles 
away from a public road. 
Registration is still necessary 
for overnight trips or trips 
involving mountain climbing.

facilities of the British School 
of Archaeology at Rome. 
President L. E. Woodbury 
of the University of Toronto 
says he is hopeful that the 
University of Alberta sum- 
mer session may become the 
basis of regular use by all 
Canadian universities of the 
facilities offered for study 
and research in art, archae- 
ology, classics and history. 
The course for next sum- 
mer, Roman Archaeology 
and Civilization, runs from 
July 2 to August 6. 
Conducted by Dr. R. C. 
Smith, professor of classics 
at the U of A, the course will 
survey the history and 
culture of Rome through a 
study of famous Roman sites 
including the Forum, the 
Colosseum, the Palatine Hill 


and the villa of Hadrian. A 
nine day trip to southern 
Italy will include visits to 
Pompeii, Capri, Taranto, 
Naples and Benevento, while 
shorter trips will be made to 
the ancient port of Ostia and 
north to the famous Etruscan 
tombs. 

Designed to allow students 
a first-hand opportunity of 
studying the culture and 
history of Italy, the course 
will provide time for both 
private study and general 
sightseeing. Due to a num- 
ber of extra sessions, how- 
ever, the course carries a full 
year’s credit equal to regular 
U of A summer courses. 

All students will be able to 
stay at the British School at

Brian Pugle, a division 
construction supervisor with 
the British Columbia Tele- 
phone Company, narrowly 
missed being seriously in- 
jured while driving on the 
Hart Highway in the McLeod 
Lake area.

The moose flépped 
down onto the road and as 
Brian got out of his car, the 
moose got up on his feet, 
shook himself, and ambled 
off back into the bush. Brian 
received minor cuts and 
scratches to his hands. 

The sequel to this story is 
that a Loomis truck following 
along behind Brian had to 
swerve to the left in order to 
avoid a collision with Mrs. 
moose, who stepped onto the 
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board, travel and some social 
events.

More mileage for furs

Whether you get a new fur 
coat for Christmas, or buy 
one as an investment in 
personal comfort, you'll want 
it to look its best for as long 
as possible. Consumer Con- 
tact talked to furriers late last 
fall and came up with 10 tips 
that may help you get the 
longest run for your money. 

When a fur item gets wet 
in either snow or sleet never 
dry it near heat. Hang it on a 
strong wooden or plastic 
hanger in a cool area. 

When getting in and out of 
cars, be sure the hem of your 
coat does not drag through 
the salt slush. 

Never apply perfume dir- 
ectly to furs. 

if liquor is accidently 
spilled on fur, remove it 
immediately with a water- 
dampened cloth. 

If a fur is accidently 
burned by a cigarette or a 
cigar, don’t play amateur 
furrier - take it to an expert 
as soon as possible. 

Never apply an iron to a 
wrinkled lining. Hang the 


coat on a sturdy hangar in a 
cool place and let the 
wrinkles fall out. 

Never hang a fur item in 
direct sunlight - fur shades 
can fade. : 

Never hang a fur coat or 
jacket on a metal hook. Of 
there aren't any sturdy 
hangers available, place the 
article over the back of a 
chair using the top of the 
chair-back to support the 
shoulders of the coat or 
jacket. 

It is a good idea to have 
your fur garment cleaned 
before storing. Just like 
everything else - people, 
furniture and cars - furs pick 
up dirt, soil and oil film from 
the atmosphere. 

If you are storing your fur 
at home, never put it in a 
plastic bag. Instead, take a 
piece of thin cloth and hang it 
from the hook in the top of 
the hanger, allowing it to fall 
down both in front and the 
back of the garment. Leave 
the cloth open at each side so 
as not to build up static 
electricity and therefore heat 
in the fur.

Want to brighten up your room?

During these long winter 
days, many of you may be 
looking around your homes, 
thinking you would like to 
give it a face lifting. Probably 
the most exciting and inex- 
pensive way is to wallpaper 
one or more walls of a room, 
There are several types of 
wallpapers on the market. 
rhe pre-pasted are easiest to 
apply. You merely draw the 
roll through a pan of water 
and apply it to the wall, 
matehing the pattern, When 
it has dried a little, trim the 


top and bottom with a razor 
or sharp knife. 

The dry strippable, pre- 
pasted paper is usually a 
little more expensive but it is 
also more durable. When you 
wish to redecorate you can 
remove the paper intact, by 
loosening one corner and 
pulling off the whole sheet, 
The wall underneath is un- 
damaged and theoretically 
you could hang the paper 
again in another room, The 
wet strippable types are 
usually but 
present a litthe more diffi 


less costly 


culty when you wish to 


remove them. Usually the 
wet strippable paper is re- 
moved by soaking the paper 
until it softens and partially 
disintegrates. The mesh ba- 
cking can then be easily 
removed later. 

If you have decided to 
paper an area, look through 
the various sample books. 
Select several suitable ones 
and take the book home in 
order to see how the paper 
will harmonize with the 
patterns and colors in your 
room 


includes his imagination. 
What are his current inter- 
ests and abilities? Will the 
toy be challenging? Can he 
enjoy it with others? 


WILL IT CONTINUE 
TO BE FUN? 

Some toys are seasonal - or 
topical. Others are basics 
such as blocks, cars and 
trucks, dolls, crayons, paper 
and paste. They can be used 
in countless ways at different 
ages and stages. A toy that 
‘*grows’’ with the child is 
always a sound investment. 
A good toy will also stimulate 
new interests and ideas. 


IS IT SUITABLE? 

Is the toy for the right age? 
Can the child manage the 
size easily? Is there sufficient 
challenge - but not more than 
the child can meet? A toy 
that is too complicated is 
frustrating and may cause a 
child to lose interest. Is adult 
supervision needed and will- 
ingly available? 


IS IT SAFE? 

Federal legislation now 
sets basic standards for 
safety in toys, but no law can 
replace parental responsibil- 
ity and common sense. Can 
an infant toy be mouthed 
safely? Are bolts and screws 
firmly attached? Can axles or 
sharp insides become dan- 
gerously exposed? Will the 
child use the toy as inten- 
ded? 


DOES IT WORK? 

A good toy must function 
properly. Does it do what it is 
supposed to do? Are there 
enough pieces? Do moving 
parts function well? Are 
instructions clear? Are addi- 
tional supplies needed? 


WILL IT LAST? 

A toy should be sturdy 
enough to withstand normal 
use - and even possible 
abuse. If for outdoors, will it 
take weathering? Is it wash- 
able? Are materials and 
workmanship of good qual- 
ity? Will it break easily? How 


will the toy look after many 
hours of play? 

To get the best value for 
your toy buying dollar: 
THINK BEFORE YOU BUY 

Will the toy be used a few 
hours or years, by one child 
or many? Will it extend the 
play value of existing toys? 
Can it be passed along toa 
younger child? 

Are replacement parts 
available? Can accessories or 
additional units be added 
later? 


SHOP AROUND 

Prices vary from store to 
store. Compare quality and 
price to determine ‘‘best 
buy.”’ 

If a toy breaks under 
normal use, return it. If it 
seems unsafe, write the 
Canada Department of Con- 
sumer and Corporate Affairs. 

A well chosen toy is a good 
investment. It provides -- 
joyment and contributes 
the child’s total develop- 
ment.

Choosing gifts for adults 
always seems harder be- 
cause you are continually 
wondering what their parti- 
cular interests are. For 
example, what should you 
give grandmother? And Dad 
who has everything he 
needs?

Morinville stays with regional recreation 


By Jim Mcintyre 

Morinville is not going to 
pull out from regional re- 
creation after all. 

At a special meeting of 
town council held in-camera 
December 11, council rescin- 
ded an earlier motion passed 
November 19 that it would 
not renew its agreement with 
the Sturgeon Regional Re- 
creation Board to be assess- 
ed and partake in the 
regional recreation program. 

On December 11 an app- 
ointed committee from the 
regional recreation council 
met with Morinville town 
council in an effort to present 
the facts about the advan- 
tages of that town staying in 
the regional recreation set- 
up. 

Chairman of the 
committee Clay Crozier said 
that the regional recreation 
board had been saddened 
when it received a letter from 
town council informing the 


appointed . 


board that Morinville would 
opt out of regional recreation 
next year, 

Mayor Art Stapleton had 
said that the town of 
Morinville was not against 
the concept of regional 
recreation as such, but did 
want to point out that he was 
alarmed at some of the 
actions of the board. its 
policies, salary negotiations 
and budgeting. 

Concerning the special 
meeting of council held 
December 11 Mayor Staple 
ton said it had been held 
in-camera because of the 
nature of the business, the 
recreation issue being in- 
cluded on the agenda along 
with other important items 
about the town’s expansion. 

Earlier Mayor Stapleton 
had told the Gazette that the 
motion which council had 
passed November 19 to get 
out of regional recreation 
could be rescinded and the

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MORINVILLE GETTING 
MONEY’S WORTH 


When the appointed com- 
mittee from regional recrea- 
tion met with town council 
December 11 they presented: 

*Regional recreation pro- 
grams offered in Morinville 
in 1974 with the total cost of 
the courses and the 
for the courses: 

*The 1974 budget includ- 
ing salaries for administra- 
tion, total programs, total 
revenue and requisitions. 

*A report on one specific 
regional recreation program - 
swimming, where many of 
the contributing authorities 
took part. 

The first presentation poi- 
nted out that Morinville had 
received programs with a 
monetary value of $19,423 
subsidized by regional re- 
creation mentioning that 
$2,946 of that total received 
under a regional incentive 
grant would not have been 
received by Morinville if it 
had not been in regional 
recreation. 


grants 


otal revenue for regional 
recreation, the majority of 
which came from grants was 
$210,000; $156,240 of the 
total went out on programs 
while salaries claimed $32,- 
853. and $16,802 was paid 
out for maintenance and op- 


erations. Council expenses 
took $4,104 of the 1974, 
budget. 


The total requisition for 
regional recreation among 
the five contributing author- 
ities of Bon Accord, Gibbons, 
Morinville, Sturgeon and 
Legal was $53,000. This 
brought in $156,240 worth of 
hard recreation for residents 
of the Sturgeon region which 
in some cases they would not 
otherwise have had. 

It was also pointed out to 
Morinville that they had 
contributed $5,345 to the 
total requisition or 10 per 
cent of the total. 

During the meeting one of 
the members of the appoin- 
ted committee, Angus Mc- 
Donnel, told Morinville 
council, ‘We are getting our 
dollars worth or | ain't got 
my head on me; I am not 
telling you howtorun your 
council, but if you cannot see 
the advantages, don’t go into 
(regional recreation)."’

Earlier another member of 
the delegation Alice Wojtkiw 
briefly showed how a pro- 
gram bringing swimming to 
the area had benefited 753 
students from the five 
communities who contribute 
to regional recreation. Total 
expenses for fhe program 
last summer were $8,610 of 
which the students contri- 
buted $7.00 a piece for the 
service while the bulk of the 
program was subsidized to 
the tune of $3,339 by 
regional recreation. 


REGIONAL RECREATION 
OVERSTAFFED CLAIM 


However it was during the 
debate which followed the 
presentations that the nature 
of Morinville’s complaints 
about regional recreation 
began to surface. 

Councillor Vince Curtiss 
claimed that regional recrea- 
tion was overstaffed and 
alleged that staff were 
playing card games to pass 
the time when office hours 
were slack. Mr. Crozier said 
that many a night the staff 
were out working and an 
ther member of the appoin- 
ted committee, Jim Kyle, 
said that sometimes the staff 
were so busy they could 
hardly talk to you. 

A spokesman for the 
Central Sturgeon Agricultur- 
al Society said that they were 
afraid they would lose a 
grant for their multi-purpose 
building in Morinville if the 
town withdrew from regional 
recreation. He also told 
Morinville council that they 
would lose their centraliza- 
tion factor if this\action were 
taken. He said that it was the 
squeaking wheel that got the 
most grease and claimed that 
Morinville had not been 
asking often enough for 
services from regional re- 
creation. 

Mayor Stapleton counter- 
ed by pointing out that ‘‘your 
(the agricultural society's) 
grants will come whatever 
the council decides,’’ and 
“by being or not being part 
of regional recreation is not 


going to take away our 
centralization.” 
Earlier in the meeting 


Mayor Stapleton told the 
delegation that he had been 
worried about what he 
termed the board's unortho- 
dox methods of salary nego- 
tiations. He pointed out that

rural teachers who ‘‘have 
more responsibility than in 
the field of recreation’’ had 
only received a 15 per cent 
increase in salary witile 
regional recreation had sett- 
led for 22 per cent. ‘‘A 
healthy increase for sucha 
short time,’ Mayor Staple 
ton retorted, adding ‘‘What 
will we be looking at in a year 
from now,”’ and ‘‘dollars and 
cents does come into it.”’ 

Mayor Stapleton also em- 
phasized that the regional 
recreation board had come 
back with a supplementary 
requisition after the mill rate 
had been struck and that this 
was ‘‘no general way of 
doing business."’ 

Mr. Crozier answered that 
the equalized assessment 
had been late in getting out 
and that this had been the 
reason for the extra requisi- 
tion, 

He said that the regional 
recreation board was now 
Suggesting that the past 
year’s equalized assessment 
be used so that the budget 
could be placed with Morin- 
ville at a reasonable date. 

Referring to methods of 
salary negotiations Mr. Cro- 
zier said that the board had 
not used the Sturgeon wage 
structure as a guideline but 


used examples from Park- 
land and Westlock. He 
commented that perhaps 
with all the experience the 
regional recreation board 
staff had, ‘‘they were well 
worth their wage."’ 

Mayor Stapleton had more 
to say on the staffing issue 
emphasizing that ‘‘your staff 
do not have to be bonded,”’ 
adding that town or local 
recreation staff, looking at 
the kind of salaries regiona 
recreation were getting 
could turn round and Sa | 
have more responsibility and 
I am going to ask you for that 
kind of money.” 

In answer to a charge from 
Mayor Stapleton that he 
failed to find any of the 
programs _ self-liquidating, 
Mr. Kyle said that some 
courses were self-liquidat- 
ing, quite often, for example 
the adult education classes 
which came from the Further 
Education grant. 

When the presentation 
from the delegation was over 
Mayor Stapleton said that 
the board had really done its 
homework, but that council 
would have to hold another 
meeting to decide whether or 
not to rescind the November 
19 motion to withdraw from 
regional recreation.

Town council told devel-

Bounced check highlights 
accounts problem 


Following are some of the 
highlights of the regular 
meeting of the MD of 
Sturgeon No. 90, December 
12th.

IT WAS BROUGHT to the 
attention of council that it 
was ‘‘in the hole’ to the tune 
of $70,000. But with receipts 
of $100,000 this will mean 
that the MD is really in the 
black by $30,000. However 
the joy was shortlived as it 
was also brought home to 
council that the MD has a 
total of $212,000 to come in 
from outstanding cheques. 
Councillor Gib Boddez color- 
ed this fact even more by 
informing council that when 
one bounced cheque was 
traced, its writer was not 
even in the country. Coun- 
cillor Boddez suggested that 
the guys who always get 
there man should get down 
to the States, get their man, 
bring him to the border and 


give him the treatment.

COUNCIL DEBATED wh- 
ether Gibbons should do 
driveway repairs rather than 
the MD after being informed 
that school buses were caus- 
ing holes in the road where 
children are disembarking to 
go to the Gibbons school.

WHEN THE REGIONAL 
RECREATION Board gave 
its report to MD council a 
rather knotty problem sur- 
faced during discussions on 
the distr’ utions of the 
capital grant to various 
communities within regional 
recreation. 

Councillor Lawrence Klu- 
the wanted to know what 
kind of philosophy had been 
adopted by the regional 
recreation board regarding 
the proportion of donations 
from town and rural resi- 
dents for recreation facilities. 

‘‘I want to establish a 
rationale,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
explain the logic of the 
figures.” 


Supposing St. Albert 


asks Sturgeon for a grant,”’ 
he continued, ‘‘for some 
facility, should the MD 
contribute, irrespective of 
the number of people who 
use it? - Legal is smaller than 
St. Albert.”’ 

Director for Regional Re- 
creation Laurent Coulombe 
said earlier that he would be 
against classifying people on 
a representative use basis, 
but Coun. Kluthe insisted 
that there had to be some 
answers. The problem was 
who had first call on using 
the facilities after the towns, 
and also that the MD had put 
money into recreation facil- 
ities yet MD residents did 
not use them. 

Councillor Clay Crozier 
pointed out that there were 
agricultural grants for bring- 


ing towns and rural comm- - 


unities together ‘‘and there 
will be hell to pay from the 
Alberta Government if any 
town went against this.”’ 
The discussion ended with 
Reeve of the MD Bill Flynn 


More building assessors 
for Morinville? 


Morinville may have to get 
more building assessors. 

At its regular council 
meeting December 11, the 
town learned that it will have 
to have its present building 
bylaw re-drafted into a dual 
building bylaw to bring it in 
line with new provincial 
government legislation. 

This will mean that the 
town will be faced with the 
problem of having to get 
more building assessors sin- 
ce the new legislation is 
mandatory. 

‘*Up goes the mill rate 
again,’’ said Mayor Art 
Stapleton, commenting on 
the change, ‘‘just to check 
buildings.”’ 

Planner with the Edmon- 
ton Regional Planning Com- 


mission Don De Grandis told 
the mayor that the revenue 
from building permits under 
the new legislation could 
off-set the costs of the 
assessors. 

With extra assessors cost- 
ing the town up to $20,000 
apiece it was pointed out by 
one member of Morinville 
council that even St. Albert 
might find it hard to afford 
such an increase in costs 
‘‘and it’s a major growth 
centre.”’ 

As far as the town’s 
present building hylaw stan- 
ds there are no major hassles 
about changing it; it will 
simply have to be reviewed 
to bring in line with the new 
developments. 

Mr. De Grandis said that
